A SENATON’s SEAT FOR SALE. 
(S. F. Daily Exchange, June 13.) 

The most important bit of news 
that we hav. heard lately, is that Sen- 
ator Sharon is about to transfer his 
seat in the United States Senate to the 

resent Congressman from Nevada— 

r. Wren. Mr. Shharon’s private bus- 
iness affairs are of course no concern 
of vurs, and we should perkaps not 
refer to them, but we cannot but feel 
reg:et that he should be compelled to 
dispose of valuavle property in this 
way. We knew that much of his 
landed estate was for sale, and some 
of it—like the Palace hotel, for in- 
stunce—is mortgaged, but we were 
not prepared to hear of his intended 
dis; osal of his valuable seuatorial pos- 
session. The price at which Mr. 
Sharon's remaining interest in the seat 
is to be disposed of is not mentioned 
in our Nevada advices. The seat orig- 
inally cost a very large sum, but that 
was wheo the sevatorial market ip 
Nevada was very much inflated, and 
privileges then were sokd at higher 
rates tuan they could command now. 
Mr. Sharon's term is about one-third 
over, and that of course takes a third 
off the original value. It is not likely, 
therefore, that the present value of the 
seat is more than half, and maybe vot 
more than one-third of its first cost, 
which would make it come at from 
$135,000 to $225,000. Mr. Wren is 
not a man of means hims-If, but it is 
supposed that a syndicate of gentle- 
meu has been forthed who have sub- 
scribed the necessary sum to purchase 
the franchise, which Mr. Sharon has 
been compelled to put upon the mar- 
ket.

The Bannock futbreak. 

Borse Crry. June 15th.—In mili- 
tary quarters preparations for the 
coming campaign are going forward 
quietiy but earnestly. General How- 
ard and staff are at Sheep Ranch, and 
Colonel Bernard’s command are in 
the same neighborhood reconoitering. 
The body of the stage driver killed by 
the Iodians near the Owyhee ferry on 
the 10th has been found and buried. 
Experienced Indian fighters and fron- 
tiersmen believe that there is a general 
uprising of all the tribes and scattere’ 


bands throughout southern Idaho and 
eastern Oregon, and that they will be 
able t> muster at least 1000 warriors. 
The Keltos aud Boise City road has 
not been disturbed since the Indian 
raid on Kiag Hill station, which oc- 
curred May 31st. This route is con- 
sidered sate, and the stages are run- 
ning regularly on time. The prevail- 
ing opinion is that the Indians will 
concentrate in the neighborhood of 
Stein mountain, and there either await 
the coming up of the troops or divide 
into bands for raiding the exposed 
settlements. A later dispatch says 
that General Howard's scouts report 
the hostiles concentrating at Stein’s 
mountain, and the General is moving 
his treops in that direction. General 
Graver's expedition to Camas Prairie, 
with Colonels Sanford, Sumner and 
Banddire’s command will be turned 
back and go directly to Stein moun 
tain. Princess Sarah Wianemucca 
anid the Bannock arrested at Silver 
City as aspy on Thursday have beeu 

ressed into the service by Genera’ 

oward. The report that the two 
Coraish miners were killed by the 
Bannocks eight days ago, near Glenn's 
ferry, is now confirmed. The hostiles 
have recently made their appearance 
aziin in small force near Jordan val 
ley. Old Chief Winnemucca and 
Nachez seems to have gone over to the 
hostiles. A majority of the Piute 
tribe are now on the war-path. A large 
number of hostiles are in the vicinity 
of Stein mountain. They are forcing 
the Piutes to join them. Severel Nez 
Perces are with the Bannocks; also 
Eazle-of-the-Light. Chief Eagan is 
held prisoner by them. Chief Winve 
mucca is reported to be captured by 
his daughter. 

A Washington dispatch of the 15th 
says: The Presilent and Secretary of 
War were in consultation td day upon 
the subject of the Indian troubles in 
the Northwest. Secretary McCrary 
read to the President a telegram re- 
ceived by him from the Governor of 
Oregon relating that thg Indians were 
committing depredations on the East- 
ero border of that State, that the set- 
tlers sre unprovided with arms and 
ammunition for the purpose of their 
protection, and asking the government 
to furnish them with supplies. The 
request will be granted,
